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PETITION DECISION 



This is in response to the petition under 37 CFR 1.181, filed June 10, 2005, requesting 
withdrawal of the Final rejection, mailed April 7, 2005. 



BACKGROUND 



A review of the file history shows that the examiner mailed a Final Office action to applicants on 
February 18, 2004, setting a three month shortened statutory period for reply. Claims 26-29, 31- 
32, 34-37, 40, 42, 44-46, 48-54, 57 and 65-95 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, 
for lack of enablement. All other rejections were withdrawn and the action was made Final. 

Applicants replied on August 18, 2004, by filing RCE papers with a response and a request and 
fee for a three month extension of time. Applicants further amended claims 29, 31, 40, 86 and 
87 and added claims 96-97. Applicants replied to the lone rejection with 39 pages of argument. 

The examiner mailed a Final Office action to applicants on April 7, 2005, setting a three month 
shortened statutory period for reply. The examiner again rejected claims 26-29, 3 1-32, 35-37, 
40, 42, 44-46, 48-54, 57 and 65-95 and new claims 96-97 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, 
for lack of enablement as the sole rejection and made the action Final. 

Applicants then filed this petition on June 10, 2005. The examiner in view of the petition then 
withdrew the finality of the Office action, mailed April 7, 2005, and mailed a revised final Office 
action to applicants on August 10, 2005. 



DISCUSSION 



Applicants requested withdrawal of the finality of the Office action of April 7, 2005, even 
though the rejection set forth is on the same basis as in Final Office action, mailed February 18, 
2004. The examiner's, action has rendered decision on this petition moot as the examiner sua 
sponte withdrew the finality of the Office action and prepared a new Office action. 



The petition is DISMISSED .
